You  will  recall  that  the'Cent^al^lritelligeLhce^ggzicy,  with  bur 
permission,  established  a  teletype  machine  in  our  Communications  Section 
in  order  to  establish  direct  communications  between  the  FBI  and  CIA  head¬ 
quarters,  The  machine  not  only  belongs  to  CIA  but  its  maintenance  ,and  up-  .  ^ 
keep  is  handled  by  CIA  technicians.  In  order  for  CIA  men  to  work  on  this  1 
machine,  it  is  necessary  for  them  to  go  into  our  C^de  Room  down  on  the,/^ 
fourth  floor. 

CIA  technicians  carry  a  card,  with  their  picture  stamped  on 
the  card,  and  a  serial  number  beneath  the  picture.  A  second  serial  nximber 
is  on  the  back  of  the  card.  There  are  no  names  of  any  individuals  or 
organizations  included  on  the  card.  This  is  supposed  to  identify  the  technician 
as  a  CIA.  representative.  Prior  to  the  CIA  man  coming  to  the  FBI  ter  work  on 
the  teletype  machine,  CIA  calls  over  and  indicates  that  one  of  their  men  will 
be  over  soon  to  work  on  the  teletype,  machine.  A  name  is  given  at  that  time. 


When  one  of  our  people  go.  over  to  CIA,  our  credentials  are 
not  respected.  We  are  issued  a  speciak-pas's  and  we  are  then  personally 
escorted  to  the  section  or  office  where*  our  business  demands  our  appearance, 
We  later  have  to  turn. in  this  pass  and  are. 'escorted  but  of  the  building.  Aside 
from  the  fact  that  CIA  fails  to  respect  our  credentials,^  it  is  felt  we  have  no 
security  at  all  vinder  the  procedure  where  CIA  sends  over  their  technicians  j 
to  go  into  our  code  room  and  work  on  the  CIA  teletype  machine.  i

contacted,  If  upon  recontact  the  person  conti'adicts  the  infor¬ 
mation  he  reportedly  furnished  the  other  Government  agency,  the 
interviewing  Agent  must  call  his  attention  to  the  previous  infor¬ 
mation  and  obtain  his  comments  for  any  discrepancies  involved. 

The  Manual  specifically  states  that  vihen  interviewing  such 
individuals  the  identity  of  the  other  Government  agency  to  which 
he  previously  furnished  information  should  not  be  made  known  to 
him.
